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In  1989,  the  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs 
(EOEA)  put  together  a  "listing  of  programs  and  curricula 
offered  by  the  agencies  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts." Funds  were  available  to  print  only  250  copies,  a 
supply  which  was  exhausted  long  before  the  demand  was 
met.

The  Secretary's  Advisory  Group  on  Environmental

Another  major  source  of  information  is  the  local  Board  of 
Health.  Many  of  the  state's  environmental  programs  are 
geared  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety  of  a  commu- 
nity, and  local  health  experts  can  talk  of  their  role  in 
addressing  the  impact  of  problems  like  toxic  waste  spills, 
lead  in  drinking  water,  and  the  discovery  of  medical  waste 
on  beaches.  There  are  many  other  local  contacts  who  can 
be  tapped;  your  landfill  operator  is  an  expert  in  solid  waste 
disposal,  while  the  historical  commission  is  another  good 
source  of  information  on  a  community's  natural  resources.

The  local  Conservation  Commission  is  the  first  line  of 
defense  against  development  that  can  harm  environmen- 
tally sensitive  areas  of  the  Commonwealth.  Members  of 
local  boards  and  commissions  are  often  willing  to  come 
into  classrooms  to  talk  about  how  they  weigh  environmen- 
tal versus  economic  concerns  and  what  areas  of  your 
community,  like  wetlands,  need  additional  protection.
